can case with some clothing for padding. The 
Cushcraft R-7 vertical, coax, and tools were packed in 
a golf club bag surrounded with bags of clothing for 
padding, hence, no extra baggage charges. | arrived in 
Manila about a week before the contest weekend and 
set up my station. The R-7 went on the rooftop of a 
two-story home with the coax snaking down the stair- 
case, along the floor, to my room. | obtained a 10-foot 
piece of 1 % inch EMT pipe from a local hardware 
store and attached the base of the R-7 to it. Then, with 
some help, the R-7 on its 10-foot pipe was raised to a 
vertical position. The mounting pipe was then attached R-7 Vert at DU1/K6ACZ 
to some heavy rebar pieces protruding from the roof 

with some heavy gauge Gl wire. It was not pretty to 


look at and did not look too mechanical strong but it worked 
and that is what counts. Now on the air, | discovered a high 
noise level on 20 meters. A look at the nearby power lines 
showed all kinds of poor splices to the power lines, some be- 
ing illegal drops to avoid having to pay for the electricity. 
However, the rest of the bands were fairly quiet. While work- 
ing DX the week before the contest 15 meters turned out to 
be my best band. | could work all of Asia in the morning then 
all of Europe in the afternoon on 15. | could work Asia in the 
morning on 20. | could hear US stations on 20 but for the 
most part, they could not hear me. 10 meters seemed to be 
dead with only hearing a VK or ZL and them not hearing me. | 
was afraid of the contest being a bust based on what | could 
not hear on 10 meters the week before the contest. | listened 
to the band for about 30 minutes before the contest started 
but did not hear much. However, as soon as 0001Z rolled 
around starting the contest the signals started coming thru. It 
was early morning in Manila and sundown in the USA. First 
station in the log was K4WI in Alabama. | played search and 
pounce and was getting some Midwest and West Coast US 
and VE stations in the log. One station said | was S-9 plus so 
| tried calling CQ Contest for a while with no takers so back to 
search and pounce. For the next two hours | was working US 
and VE stations with an occasional JA that | would hear call- 
ing CQ contest. Then the US and VE stations were gone and 
| was working KL, KH, JA, HL, UA, XW, VK, ZL, and T32 for 
the next couple of hours. Four hours into the contest the Pa- 
cific and Asia were fading out and Eastern Europe such as 
EX2T, UA4's, EW4's, etc, started coming through. Then the 
OH's, OE's, LY's, SP's and DL's. Even though | was using a 
vertical, the signals | was hearing were very selective. | was 
hearing only one area of Europe at a time. | might have a run 
of DL's calling CQ contest then they would fade out and the 
S5, 9A, OK, OM, HA, LZ, and Z3 would come through.

The 
first day Europe run ended with the first African in the log, 
ZS5NK at 1400Z, way past sundown.

The next morning | was 
up before daylight tuning for anything that could be heard 
coming through. First contact for the remaining 1 hour 
and 15 minutes was W5WMU in LA starting a run of sta- 
tions west of the Mississippi River except for K4XS in FL 
and KYS5R in AL. Then, just as the contest was down to 
the last 15 minutes the US and VE's faded out and | 
worked a run of JA's calling CQ contest looking for US 
contacts. | was quite surprised just how selective were 
the areas | could hear stations calling CQ contest from. It 
was almost as if a pipeline was forming between Manila 
and different parts of the world. The effect was most pro- 
found in Europe as different areas would boom in then 
fade out and another area would then boom in. | was im- 
pressed by the operating skills of the European opera- 
tors.

What is rare DX? In the simplest terms, it’s rare if you haven’t worked it. And it stays rare until you get a card 
that counts! As you try to work them all, you start collecting band countries. A new band counter can be almost 
as important as an all-time “new one.” (I said, almost.) The credit listing that comes back from DXCC submittals, 
is a matrix of X’s and blanks. A closer look reveals a pattern. What do | have confirmed on nine bands (160 
through 10)? How many on eight? Seven? And then | realize that I’ve received band credit for every current 
DXCC entity on at least two bands except one — Mount Athos. Now that’s rare! 


Where is it? What is it? 

= Mount Athos is situated on the eastern third of the 
peninsula of Halkidiki, the peninsula of Athos, the 
Holy Mount. It’s about 50 Km long, 8 to 12 Km 
wide.

ute from his son, K4OJ, which tells a lot about my OM.

Ellen, WLYL "In" 


| was a Novice who didn't know squat but my Elmer sud- 
denly had need of a 15 meter beam for the family antenna 
farm, which previously had had none. This is how things 
were with my Dad, W1CW - a giving man who always put his 
interests last and everyone else's first. 


Dad was the guy who made the DXCC what it was - he 
checked and administered the program for almost a quarter 
century in Newington, and he didn't cut any corners - every- 
one was held to the same high standards - this is what made 
holding DXCC meaningful. That was during the "heyday" of 
DXCC, including the evolution of the DXpedition. Dad later 
went on to set up and run the "new" ARRL outgoing QSL 
Bureau. 


Finally, when he moved to Tampa after Hurricane Andrew 
we had an opportunity to put together a big ham station - 
capable of being first through the pileups and supporting 
multi-operator entries in contests. For numerous hours in the 
early planning stages we would talk on the telephone while 
both sitting in front of computers running YO trying antenna 
designs for the new 15 meter beam for the station. Dad's 
final design has been a killer into EU ever since. 


| was in heaven - we would work on the projects during the 
week while | was at work and on the weekends and | would 
install that needed special mounting plate or reinforcement - 
that would be Dad's project for the week.... and | would come 
over on Saturdays and piece by piece the antenna farm 
grew. W1YL (Mom) didn't always approve of Dad's priorities 
but | always thought they were in order. Multi-ops were 
hosted and certificates and plaques started showing up in 
the mailbox. This was ham-heaven. 


During late nights when he could not sleep W1CW loved 40 
meter CW - especially since his station now had something 
he had never had before - a rotary yagi - at 135 feet! Each 
year when | went to Dayton and saw friends they 
would usually say the same thing "I heard your Dad on 
40". He was able to enjoy the station, talking to his 
friends in the First Class CW Operators' Club and at 
times marveling at radio - almost like a new ham excited 
about his first "run" of JA stations - he would tell me "two 
nights ago was really good - they just kept callin' and callin 


Radio filled almost all his life, ever since his step-dad 
W6APG introduced him to it. 


After the end of each contest we would pow-wow over what 
could be improved and would this be one of the upcoming 
projects for the station. Over the years the station grew and 
outgrew itself - we had to put additional operating positions 
out on the porch when we went multi-multi but through it all 
we had a blast. Florida Contest Group multi-operations in 
all the major CW DX contests, being the hub for the 
W1AW/4 IARU, and a threepeat as first place finisher in the 
CW SS were some of the highlights. Mom would keep us 
ops all well fed - Dad would routinely walk around checking 
the meters [no Red LED's on the Alphas!]. A respectable 
contest station was born and raised by W1CW... be it the 
miles of buried ground system or the custom turnings from 
his lathe it all came together into a fine machine for making 
ham radio communications! 


This morning my father passed away. His health had been 
failing and we had been graced with an "extra" year with 
my Dad after he survived triple pass surgery. | just had 
lunch with my Mom and my wife and my wife looked at me 
as | gazed out into the back yard and Teresa smiled and 
said - "their his monuments" - referring to all those towers 
and antennas squeezed onto his lot! 


Dad had been licensed previously as: W6QEZ, W2QPZ, 
KH6QJ, W6YYN, and W1WPO. He was a radioman during 
WW Il and a member of ARRL for over 60 years - my Dad 
would often joke at how the League was gonna lose money 
big time on his lifetime membership! 


In my last talks with him he wanted to hear about the big 
efforts planned for this weekends CQ WW contest and es- 
pecially how a fellow club member was coming on a major 
antenna project. 


Radio - when | was little it separated me from my Dad, as | 
grew older it became the gift that turned by Dad into my 
best friend... thanks for the ride, Dad - say hello to WODX 
and KH6lJ for me.
